In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted, 

2) an identification of the claims discussed, 

3) an identification of the specific prior art discussed, 

4) an identification of the principal proposed amendments of a substantive nature discussed, unless these are already described on the

5) a brief identification of the general thrust of the principal arguments presented to the examiner, 

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner. 

Examiners are expected to carefully review the applicant's record of the substance of an interview. If the record is not complete and 
accurate, the examiner will give the applicant an extendable one month time period to correct the record. 

Examiner to Check for Accuracy 

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her. If the record is complete and accurate, the examiner should place the indication, "Interview Record OK" on the 
paper recording the substance of the interview along with the date and the examiner's initials.

Brief Description of Arguments to be Presented: 

1) Basha fails to disclose, teach, or suggest at least "defining a retrieval condition for retrieving an object, the 
retrieval condition being defined based_nn_at least one attribute of the object " and "setting an access right in 
association with the retrieval condition," as recited in claim 1 ; aud "access control means for managing a retrieval 
condition for retrieving au object, an identifier set for identifying the object, and an access right that has been set in 
association with the retrieval condition, thereby controlling access to the object, the retrieval condition being defined 
based on at least one attribute of the object " and "retrieval means for retrieving an object stored in the object storing 
means on the basis of the retrieval condition and the identifier," as recited in claim 10. 

Hashimoto foils to make up for the above deficiencies of Basah. For example, Hashimoto only discloses 
locating documents based on a retrieval condition (1203) such as document name, document creation date, 
document creator, document keyword, and tlie like. Hasimoto does not in any way disclose, teach, or suggest, 
controlling access to a document based on the retrieval condition.

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1 . (Previously Presented). An object management method for performing access 
control for a stored object, the method comprising the steps of: 

defining a retrieval condition for retrieving an object, the retrieval condition being 
defined based on at least one attribute of the object; 

setting an access right in association with the retrieval condition; 
setting an identifier for identifying the object; and 

performing access control for the object matching the retrieval condition and the 
identifier on the basis of the access right, 

2. . (Previously Presented) The object management method according to claim 1, 
wherein the step of performing access control further comprises the steps of: 

performing a check, when a request for access to an object occurs, to see whether 
the object meets the retrieval condition; and 

controlling access to the access-requested object on the basis of the access right 
that has been set in association with the retrieval condition. 

3. (Previously Presented) The object management method according to claim 1, 
wherein the step of performing access control further comprises the steps of: 

performing a check, when a request for access to an object occurs, to see whether 
the identifier of the object has been set in association with the retrieval condition; and 

controlling access to the access-requested object on the basis of the access right 
that has been set in association with the retrieval condition if a result of the check indicates that 
the identifier of the access-requested object has been set in association with the retrieval 
condition. 

4. (Original) The object management method according to claim 3, wherein the 
association between the retrieval condition and the identifier is changed according to need when 
addition, modification, or deletion of the object identified by the identifier is made, 

5. (Original) The object management method according to claim 2, further 
comprising the step of: 

performing access control, if the access-requested object matches a plurality of 
retrieval conditions, on the basis of OR of the matched retrieval conditions. 
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6. (Original) The object management method according to claim 2, further 
comprising the step of: 

performing access control, if the access-requested object matches a plurality of 
retrieval conditions, on the basis of AND of the matched retrieval conditions. 

7. (Original) The object management method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
object is stored with attribute data, and the retrieval condition aims to retrieve the object on the 
basis of the attribute data, 

8. (Original) The object management method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
object is stored with attribute data and a method for referring to an entity of the object, and the 
retrieval condition aims to retrieve the object on the basis of the attribute data and the entity of 
the object referred to by the method. 

9. (Original) The object management method according to claim 1 , wherein the 
access right is a specification about a user and an access type allowed to access the object. 

10. (Currently Amended) An object management system performing access control 
for an object stored in object storing means, the system comprising: 

access control means for managing a retrieval condition for retrieving an object, 
an identifier set for identifying the object, and an access right that has been set in association with 
the retrieval condition, thereby controlling access to the objec t, the retrieval condition being 
defined based on at least one attribute of the object : and 

retrieval means for retrieving an object stored in the object storing means on the 
basis of the retrieval condition and the identifier, 

wherein the access control means performs access control for an object matching 
the retrieval condition and the identifier on the basis of a retrieval result by the retrieval means. 

1 1 . (Original) The object management system according to claim 1 0 7 wherein the 
retrieval means performs a cheeky when a request for access to an object occurs, to see whether 
the object matches the retrieval condition, and the access control means controls access to the 
access-requested object based on the access right that has been set in association with the 
retrieval condition if a retrieval result by the retrieval means indicates that the access-requested 
object matches the retrieval condition. 
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12. (Previously Presented) The object management system according to claim 10, 
wherein the access control means controls, when a request for access to an object occurs and if 
the identifier of the object has been set in association with the retrieval condition, access to the 
access-requested object on the basis of the access right that has been set in association with the 
retrieval condition. 

13. (Original) The object management system according to claim 12, wherein the 
retrieval means retrieves an object stored in the object storing means when addition, 
modification, or deletion of the object is made, and the access control means changes the 
association between the retrieval condition and the identifier in accordance with a retrieval result 
by the retrieval means. 

14. (Original) The object management system according to claim 1 0, wherein the 
access control means performs access control, if an access-requested object matches a plurality of 
retrieval conditions, on the basis of OR of the matched retrieval conditions. 

15. (Original) The object management system according to claim 10, wherein the 
access control means performs access control, if an access-requested object matches a plurality of 
retrieval conditions, on the basis of AND of the matched retrieval conditions. 

16. (Original) The object management system according to claim 10, wherein the 
object storing means stores an object with attribute data of the object, and the retrieval means 
retrieves the object on the basis of the attribute data. 

17. (Original) The object management system according to claim 10, wherein the 
object storing means stores an object with attribute data and a method for referring to an entity of 
the object, and the retrieval means retrieves the object on the basis of the attribute data and the 
entity of the object referred to by the method. 

1 8. (Original) The object management system according to claim 1 0, wherein the 
access control means manages the access right as a specification of a user and an access type 
allowed to access the object. 
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
